New York, Oct. 24, 1872. § 
Mr. 8. D. Harrison, Raleigh, N. C.: 


Dear Srr:—Yours of the 19th inst. 
was duly received. I can fill your order 
but cannot find anybody to cart them 
to the steamer. My carmen’s horses are 
all sick. There are 25,000 horses laid 
up in the city, and those at work are 
sick. Our streets look almost like Sun- 
day, and this disease has become a scri- 
ous thing,and unless stopped, local traf- 
fic must entirely cease next week. Our 
street railroads only run half their cars, 
and one half of the stages are off the 
line and their horses ure being stricken 
down almost every minute, We are 
fearful that all travel wilh cease very 
soon. Yvoubave no idea how distress- 
ing itis unless you have been in an epi- 
demic among people. I will try and 
ship your goods on Saturday. To-day 
it is worth $5 aload. Some merchants 
are offering that price, and all well 
horses can be hired out at $10 to $15 
per day.

FATALITY APPREHENDED. 


G00 City Cars Withdrawn. 


EXORBITANT FEES OF HACK-- 
MEN. 


New York, Oct. 26. 
Horse malady has now spread to such 
an extent that almost all horses in the 


form or another from symptoms 
of the epidemic. There are thousands 
of horses which have uot yet been put 
upon the sick list, but observatien goes 
to show that many of these have germs 
of disorder in their system. The dis- 
ease has thus far been rather slow in its 
developments, and it is not known yet 
whether all its stages have been seen, 
It is estimated that in the city and im- 
mediate vicinity there are from 30,000 
to 40,000 horses suffering from we!l 
developed symptoms. The disease has 
begun to exhibit new and alarming 
phases which are looked on as highly 
dangerous, the inflamation of the throat 
extends to the lungs and rapidly grows 
more alarming, and the coughing is 
fearfully convulsive—the animal pants 
for breath, and becomes quite cold about 
the extremities, ‘This seems to be a 
warning of fatal ending of the malady, 
and if it continues as widely prevalent 
as it is now for a few days longer, there 
can be little doubt that hundreds of 
horses affected will die. The street car 
companies, some of the Livery stable 
proprietors and many of the down-town 
merchants are still working their dis. 
eased horses,and in all these cases 
signs of fatality arc becoming more and 
more alarming. In the stables where 
all business is suspended until the dis- 
ease is mastered, very favorable reports 
are made, 
In some instances convalescence of 
horses is very rapid. The trotters and 
racers stabled in the city scem to bave 
nearly all escaped the disease. American 
Girl has already almost recovered from 
her slight attack. At least 600 cars have 
been withdrawn from the city railroad 
lines. In this branch alone, the disease 
has thrown a thousand men out of work. 
Hackmen have almost trebled fares for 
assengers, in utter Violations of the 
aw, and refuse to carry those refusing 
to pay illegal rate. The managers o! 
Railroad Companics believe that at the 
present rate their stock cannot hold out 
longer than Sunday night. No stavle 
reports as yet, that a horse has been 
perfectly cured.

Looking to the South. 

It is a strange and instructive com. 
mentary on the strange waysin which 
Providence works out its ends, that the 
possible downfallof Grant’s despotism 
depends upon the South. The voice 
and vote of the South must decide the 
result; and the giant, maimed and 
wounded, shakes his unshackled hands 
full in the face of his jailor. The 
hopes of all the friends of honesty,good 
government and national liberty, now 
centre upon the column Georgia leads. 
This general sentiment in the North is 
thus strongly stated in Don Piatt’s 
paper, the Washington Capital, one of 
the most spicy, and sparkling and 
sagacious of North journals: 


WHAT OF THE SOUTIL, 


In view of the great November con- 
flict now so close at hand, the question 
that throbs at the heart of every friend 
of reform in November in the North, if 
it does not come up to his lips, is, 
What of the South ¢ Whatever hap- 
pens elsewhere will the South be true 
to herself? While force and fraud, 
constraint and corruption are at work 
to stifle the will ofa tree peopie in the 
North, wil) the South avail berself otf 
the liberty she has so recently acquired, 
which has been so grudgingly accorded, 
and her possession of which, in case 
power is permitted to remain in present 
hands, is so precarious, and strike one 
resolute and united blow for its preser- 
vation 

Vast as is the stake of all sections of 
the country in the issue of the conflict, 
that of the South is especially momen 

tous. We the people of the United 
States have lived to learn how slight 
are the defences of constitutional provi 

sions of time-honored principies as 
against a party in power bent upon 
perpetuating its dominion. The party 
which has tor its own purpeses, de- 
prived the people of States of their po- 
litical free agency, will not hesitate for 
similar causes, to do itagain ; and when 
a party in power begins affirming that 
its continuance in authority is essential 
to the well being of the State, it has set 
up a pretence to justify any species and 
measure of encroachment; and there is 
no mode or decree of injustice that may 
not be expected at its hand. 

The South regained the freedom 
which she possesses, not through the 
will of the administration. General 
Grant and his immediate advisers would 
have kept on the chain until the condi- 
tion of the Southern States as vassal 
communities—as appendages of the ad 

ministration—had become established. 
When Wendell Phillips hoped that Gen. 
Grant would remain President of the 
United States until every Southern man 
of forty years of age was in his grave, he 
simply gave wordsto that which has 
been the key note of the policy of the 
administration of General Grant from 
the beginning, and its efforts for the re- 
alization of which have been limited by 
nothing but its ability. Standing be- 
tween the North and the South with a 
day of election in the prospect, it has 
been the question how far the political 
freedom of the latter could be dimin- 
ished without exciting apprehensions 
and creating divisions in the former; 
and the events of the last few days of 
the late session of Congress shows to 
what extent fears of the South had 
overcome the dread of Nortbern protests 
in the hearts of the majority, and how 
willing they were to risk a reaction in 
the one rather than leave the other in 
possession of its freedom. These are 
tacts to be pondered upon. The fears 
of a few of the less resolute administra- 
tion members, and the steadiness of the 
minority saved the South, for once, from 
laws which would have made the com- 
ing Presidential election a farce or a 
civil war. Should General Grant be 
re-elected, how is a repetition of the 
attempt to be averted. 

If the South, undismayed by the 
checks which the party of reform has 
received in the North, does its duty to 
itself,the dynasty under whose heel it has 
been crushed, will go down in disgrace, 
which it so righteously deserves, and 
that unity of feeling which is so essen- 
tial to unity in fact will be secured and 


per petuated.

A Kerosene Calamity—The Latest 
Novelty in Suicide. 
One of the most distressing affairs we 
have ever been called upon to notice 
took place in Tallahassee a few days 
ago. Mrs. A. W. Pace, wife of a popu- 
ler and successful Jacksonville mer-— 
chant, and daughter of Mr. Geo. Damon, 
a prominent merchant in Tallahassee, 
seemed to be suffering from some men- 
tal derangement, and thinking a change 
of scene and surroundings might cure 
her incipient malady, her husband took 
her to her parents and friends in Talla- 
hassee on Wednesday last. That night 
soon after her arrival at her father’s 
house, she called the family around her 
and prayed and exhorted them to pre- 
pare for a great and sad calamity. 
None had any idea that she was con- 
templating anything like self-destruc- 
tion. 
The next morning early her father 
went out to procure a bottle of wine for 
her, 2nd soon after her departure she 
took a kerosene lampjor can,and satutat- 
ing herselt from head to foot, put a 
match to it, and in a moment was 
enveloped in the flames. Her husband 
and ethers, hearing her shrieks, ran to 
her rescue, and throwing bucket of 
water over incr, endeavored to extinguish 
the flames. This proved unayailing, 
and her husband, seizing a blanket, 
threw it around her, and finally suc- 
ceeded in putting out the flames, but 
not until the poor victim was burned to 
such an extent that she died in ates 
hours, after the most lutense suffering. 
Mrs. Pace was quite young, anu had 
been married only about three or four 
years. Two years ago she was the hap- 
py wife of a devoted husband, whose 
success in business had placed him io 
comfortable circumstances. We have 
not learned the cause which led to this 


distressing calamity.
